MAC VEAGH. 
WILL HE GO? 
Special Dispatch to [he Chicago Tribune. 
Wasnineron, D. C., March 20.—There 
have been rumors to-day that Attorney-Gen- 
eral Mac Veagh has tendered his resignation, 
on account of the nomination of William E. 
Chandler as Solicitor-General. The reports 
have excited a great deal of comment among 
Senators, and Stalwart faction which was 
very much opposed to Mac Veagh’s appoint- 
ment openly say that they hope that the re- 
port is true, and that the President will ap- 


point Mr. Chandler himself as Attorney- | 


General. Mr. MacVeagh declines to talk 
about the matter, as does the President. In 
the absence of any definit statement 
from the two persons who know 
best about it, the following is 
generally accepted as an approximately 
authentic version of the situation: When 
the President intimated to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral that he contemplated appointing Will- 
iam E. Chandler as Solicitot-General, Mr. 
MacVeagh said: ‘Mr. President, the nom- 
ination will be exceedingly distasteful to me. 
I hope you will reconsider your intention to 
make the nomination, for, if it is made, 
I SHALL CERTAINLY RESIGN.’ 

Afew days thereafter the nomination was 
sent to the Senate, Thereupon the Attorney- 
General called upon the President and 


said: The nomination of Mr. Chandler 
haying been sent to the Senate, 
in view of the fact that I 


intimated, in the event of its going in that 1 
should resign, I can only suppose that my 
resignation will be acceptable.’ The Presi- 
dent said the Attorney-General misunder- 
stood the situation, and further, declared that 
he did not understand that Mr. MacVeagh | 
had declared to him that he would resign if 
the Chandler nomination wentin. The At- 
torney-General said that such was his posi- 
tion, and he was sorry if the President uils- 
understood it. The President said he did, 
certainly. Ifthe nomination of Mr. Chan- 
dler is confirmed, Attorney-General Mac- 
Veagh will resign. It not, he will act.” 
THE OPPONENTS OF MR. CHANDLER 
say that the Democrats will be urged to unite 
to defeat his confirmation, either as Solicitor- 
General or Attorney-General, They dislike 
his aggressive political attitude in the past. 
The friends of the Attorney-General look 
upon the situation as a grave one, and some 
of them would not be surprised at a.resigna- 
tion in case the Senate should confirm Mr. 
Chandler. It is possible, of course, that Mr. 
Chandler may not be confirmed, and Mr. 
Phillips, who has been Solicitor-General 
for a number of years, and who has de-

Wasnineron, D. C., March 29.—The Sen- 
ate spent another day in a debate which for 
the most part was purposeless, except to kill 
time. The leaders of neither party are able to 
express an opinion as to the probable day or 
week when the deadlock will end. There 
were some ominous intimations on the Dem- 
ocratie side to-day that December would still 
find the Republicans vainly attempting to 
eleet the officers. There were also intimations 
by the Démocrats that, at the regular ses- 
sion, the Democratic opposition would end. 
Tne Democrats by these admissiong acknowl- 
edge that the position which they occupy is 
untenable, and that the filibustering contest 
which they are forcing is only made in order 
to continue for some months salaries to a 
few men as officers who are not the choice of 
the constitutional majority of the Senate. 
Indeed, such leaders as Bayard and Beck 
have declared that, in their judgment, the 
responsible constitutional majority in the 
Senate should appoint the officers. The Re- 
publicans are not neglecting*to avail them-

THE POLITICAL ADVANTAGES 

offered by the debate. Mr. Mahone’s speech 
of yesterday has already accomplished at 
least one of the purposes for which 
it was delivered. It has _ placed 
the Democratic party in the South upon 
the defensive, and to-day, one by one, the 
Representatives from the repudiating States 
sought the floor to explain, as well as they 
might, the serious charges made by Mahone 
yesterday,—that they are the repudiators of 
the South.

PERPLEXITIES AT THE TREASURY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuiverton, D. C., March 29.—The Treas- 
ury authorities appear to be divided in their 
councils with respect to the resources which 
the Treasury will have to meet the maturing 
obligations of the Government in the absence 
of a Funding bill. Some claim that, under an 
old law. the Treasury can borrow $150,000,000 
at 3 per cent on Treasury certificates. The 
argument in support of this claim was re- 
cently outlined in these dispatches. It is 
now dented, and also by the Treasury ofii- 
cials, that such power exists. The following 
is the argument in opposition to this claim: 
An examination of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States shows that, while several of 
the provisions of the act of 1864 are still in 
force, the fourth section of that act has been 
repealed by subsequent legislation. Even if 
that section were still in force, 

IT WOULD STILL BE VERY DOUBTFUL 
whether the Secretary of the Treasury would 
be empowered to call redeemable bonds and 
pay for them with the proceeds of a tempo- 


rary loan effected in accordance with that sec- 


tion. All of the bonds which become re- 
deemable this year are payable after the 
option matures, at “the pleasure of 
the United States,” or “at the pleasure 
of the Government.” They can be called in 
the manner authorized and provided by the 
United States,” or by “the Government.” 
Congress has authorized and provided three 
ways in which the Secretary of the Treasury 
may callin and redeem or go into the mar- 
ket and buy bonds. First, he may buy bonds 
for the sinking fund under the acts of Feb.

This amendment was dra 
in the Treasury Department, and was de- 
signed to authorize the Secretary to call — 
deemable bonds whenever he found that the 
reserves of the Treasury would enable him 
to pay for such bonds in addition to the 
amount required for the sinking fund.

THE REPUBLICAN — MEET- 


The meeting at varwelt Hall last night to 
ratify the nominations of the Republican City 
Convention was.a gratifying success. The 
hall was crowded to its utmost capacity, the 
speeches were spirited, and the applause was 
cordial and appreciative. 

Mr. N. K. Fairbank was the first speaker, 
and he cut out the work of the meetingina 
characteristic and business-like manner. He 
made two remarkable statements which are 
well deserving the attention of all citizens 
who take an interest in this campaign. The 
first was that the gamblers and sporting 
men and women of this city have raiseda 
fund of $10,000 to insure the reélection of 
Mr. Harrison. The other was that a 
number of Republicans who have large 
interests in the packin houses and 
rendering establishments near the Stock- 
Yards are favoring Mr. Harrison, and con- 
tributing to his support. The first statement 
ig self-explanatory, and requires no com- 
mentary. The second is understood to mean 
that the manufacturers of Bridgeport-smells 
and stinks are arranging to distribute their 
sickening odors over the whole city as they 
used to do, iustead of burning them up as 
they are obliged to do at present. Dr. De 
Wolf, the best Health-Officer Chicago ever 
had, who was left over by a Republican Ad- 
ministration to make reputation for Mr. Har- 
rison, is said to be about to resign.

LORD BEACONSFIELD. 

A cable dispatch of last evening says that 
there is little hope of Lord Beaconsfieid’s re- 
covery, and, although later dispatches indi- 
cate that there has been considerable im- 
provement in his condition, it is probable 
that before many days England will be 
deprived by death 
able and astute statesmen, the Tories of 
their ablest leader since the death of William 
Pitt, and English feudalism and the English 
monarchy of their most successful and elo- 
quent defender. For close on half a cen- 
tury Benjamin Disraeli has occupied a 
position in British politics which no 
man of his parentage and antece- 
dents could have won but by talents 
and abilities of a very superior order, in- 
domitable energy, and a determination to 
gucceed. Starting out in political life as a 

ical, he soon perceived that his interests 
lay in the direction of allying himself 
with the Tories. He probably perceived 
how few were the men of real ability 
in that party, composed as it is of fat- 
witted country Squires, legislators by he- 
redity, and plutocrats, whose purses give 
them political standing. It is not- injustice 
to Beaconsfield to say that his conversion 
from Radicalism to Toryism was not made 
from motives as high and pureas those which 
led Gladstone, at one time the “rising hope 
of the stern and unbending Tories,“ step by 
step to be the hope of English Radicalism, 
and the hated of his early political 
friends. Since Beaconsfield entered Lord 
Derby’s Cabinet in 1852 he has practi- 
cally been the leader of his party, 
and all persons who have studied 
his career since will admit that he has led 
his party with great success. Recognizing 
the fact that concession had to be made to 
the advanced spirit of the age, he did not 
scruple to recommend concessions ; he educat- 
ed his party to make them, and thus pre- 
sented his party on many ‘occasions to the 
world in the light of a Tory party more lib- 
eral than the Liberal. There was wisdom in 
his course. By making concessions at crit- 
ical times, he avoided the necessity of 
making greater ones on other occasions. 
During his public life he showed himself 
rather a skillful political tactician than a 
great statesman, and the main purpose of his 
political courses seemed to be to “dish the 
Whigs,” and to make himself the idol of 
the English people. To accomplish these 
objects he did not hesitate to resort to 
queer and sometimes questionable practices, 
to entertain Oriental schemes of conquest 
and to foster the delusion among English 
Squires and English Peers that England re- 
tains its old prestige in European coun- 
sels. To maintain the favor of his sover- 
eign, which he did with extraordinary 
success, he flattered her womanly vanity, 
climaxing his course in this direction by cre- 
ating for her the absurd. title of Em- 
press of India. He maintained favor 
with the landed aristocracy by  stead- 
ily resisting all efforts to deprive them 
of their feudal privileges, and maintained 
the favor of the churchmen by letting them 
severely alone and opposing all to 
N — attempts

The rate of taxation allowed by law is 2 
per cent on the aggregate valuation of taxa- 
ble property in the city. This limit applies 
to expenditures for ordinary expenses. In 
addition the city is allowed to appropriate 
for schools, for interest on city debt, and for 
the Public Library, consuming $1,802,000, 
Outside of the direct tax-levy, the city re- 
ceives an income from licenses, ete. The 
Controller informed the Council that by strict 
economy and savings the Treasury could 
spare $550,000 from the reserve in the Treas- 
ury, but to take that much would greatly em- 
barrass the city during the present and fut- 
ure years. The Finance Committee there- 
upon made its report of appropriations, lim- 
iting the sums to necessary subjects, and the 
whole within the actual resources and in- 
come of the city. These resources were as 
— a

What has the Council done? It has appro- 
priated $3,368,850, to be pald out of a possi- 
ble income of $8,075,589, and has appropri- 
ated from the reserve fund in the Treasury, 
held there ta carry on the City Government 
without the necessity of issuing illegal scrip, 
the sum needed to supply this deficiency. 

It has taken for viaducts about a quarter 
of a million, utterly regardiess of the Su- 
preme Court decisions in regard to construc- 
tive damages to property on cross-streets; 
for an increase of salaries, $70,000: for an 
addition of $87,000 to an appropriation of 
$234,000 for sewers; and for various other 
special jobs,—making an aggregate of nearly 
$400,000 allded to the recommendations of 
the Controller and Finance Committee. 

In order to get money for its salary, and 
viaduct, and other grabs, the Council cut 
down the appropriation for the pumping- 


‘works at the canal from $100,000 to $45,000. 


The Mayor gave as his excuse for not taking 
any steps during last year to provide pumps 
at Bridgeport for cleaning the river, that, as 
he could not do anything with less than 
$200,000, the $100,000 appropriated last year 
could not be used. The Councilon Monday 
night refused to vote over $45,000, thereby 
probably defeating that great sanitary work 
another year, and justifying the Legislature 
in interposing its authority to practically 
shut off the river from the canal and stille 
the people of this city. 

The ordinance ought to be vetoed, not only 
in parts, but as a whole. The Mayor should 
call a meeting of the Council to-night, and by 
vetoing the whole ordinance compel the City 
Council to strike out not only its wild and 
extravagant appropriations, but its whole 
sale robbery of the city’s reserve fund and 
its demagogical, wholesale increase of sal- 
aries, and also compel it to restore the appro- 
propriation for the pumping-works. 

The law requires that the ordinance shall 
be passed and approved before midnight of 
March 31. The Mayor has time to recall his 
Democratic Council and make them revise 
their work. Will he do it? It will be too 
late after the election, What is to be done 
must be done to-day or to-morrow. 

REPUDIATORS AND READJUSTERS. 

It was apparent from the first that Senator 
Mahone would be able to take care of him- 
self and the interests he represents against 
any assaults the Bourbon Democrats might 
make upon him. His speech in answer to 
the charge that he is a “repudiator” has 
confirmed this assurance. He succeeded in 
turning the tables upon the men who are 
pursuing him. It seems that the Funders of 
Virginia were the first repudiators, and be- 
gan by scaling off one-third of the debt. Ac- 
cording to Mahone’s statement of the case, 
the Readjusters now contend that the State 
of West Virginia shall pay one-thigd of the 
ante-War debt, which was contract®@ while 
West Virginia was still a part of the old 
State, and insist that the interest on this debt 
shall be reduced to 3 per cent instead of 4 
per cent, which the Funders profess their in- 
tention to compel the State’s creditors to ac- 
cept, and without making any provision for 
the payment of the principal. 

The claim that West Virginia shall pay its 
proper proportion of a debt contracted when 
there was only one State, ot which it was a 
part, is apparently based upon good grounds. 
What is now known as West Virginia en- 
joyed its share of the benefits which came 
from the borrowed money, whatever they 
were, and itis a universal practice in any 
division of territory, whether of nations, 
States, or counties, to parcel fairly any obli- 
gation which was assumed for the common 
benefit. And so far as the dispute between 
the Funders and Readjusters of Virginia 
goes to the rate of interest, the position 
which the Readjusters take to the effect that 
the rate of interest shall be fixed at 3 per 
cent, and that the State shall make arrange- 


ments to pay that, seems to be quite as 


honorable as the Funders’ proposition that 
the interest shall be reduced to 4 per cent 
without any assurance of payment. As the 
Funders, according to Mahone, began by 
scaling off one-third of the debt, they are 
scarcely in a position to call Mahone and his 
followers “repudiators” or to deal in any 
manner of epithets. 

In fact, Senator Mahone was able to show 
that any arraignment of any class of repu- 
diators coming from the Democratic side is 
made ridiculous by the record of that party. 
This is especially true as relates to the 
Southern Bourbons. The history of nearly 
every Southern State since the War shows 
efforts, and generally successful efforts, at 
repudiation, under the name of scaling or 
“funding,” since the Bourbons have re- 
gained political control. The aggregate re- 
sult is that Southern State debts amounting 
to $245,000,000 have been reduced to $84,000,- 
000 by various devices of repudiation, and 
without payment. Georgia, Alabama, South 
and North Carolina, Mississippi, Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Tennessee, and Virginia have all 
resorted to repudiation in one form or an- 
other. Cities and towns in the South have 
followed the examples of their States in this 
matter. The Southern Bourbons have only 
done what the Northern Copperhead Demo- 
crats would have done with the National 
debt had not the integrity of the American 
people revolted against it. The original 
„Ohio idea,” suzgested by Pendleton and 
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| have reduced the

C pel wong rl not merely to re- 
pudiate the interest on the National debt, as 


‘deliberately proposed by the Democrats, but 


also the principal, It is unparalleled im- 
pertinence for the Democrats, North or 
South, under such cireumstances, to charge 
repudiation upon Mahone or anybody else. 
The fact is, the Virginia debt question at 
bottom euts no figure whatever in the Sena- 
torial situation of which Senator Mahone 
has become the pivot. This issue was but a 


part of the home struggle between Mahone 


and his opponents in Virginia. He made his 
fight against the Bourbons as well 
as the humbug Funders, and when 
he went into the United States 

ate it was as an Independent,—an anti- 


Bourbon,—and not as a Readjuster. It was 


in the former attitude that he was welcomed 
by the Republicans. It was in order to 
broaden out his fight against Bourbonism 
into National proportions that he made com- 
mon cause with the Republicans. He did 
not expect the Republicans of the North, 
the East, and the West to take sides with 
him in any local contest over the status of 
the Virginia debt, nor to discriminate be- 
tween shades of repudiation, which is hate- 
ful to the Republican party in any form it 
may take, but he did expeet to find sympathy 
in his earnest and courageous antagonism to 
Bourbon methods, and he has not been dis- 
appointed. Gen. Mahone has not excited the 
wrath of the Bourbons because he is a repu- 
diator in any sense or in any degree. Had 
he been more of a repudiator he would have 
been dearer to the hearts of the men who 
would expunge every evidence of debt grow- 


ing out of the War, whether State or Nation- 


al, if they could have their way. But he has 
dared to oppose these men in their oppo- 
sition to a free ballot and an honest 
count. He has fought their poll-taxes on 
colored men and the odious discriminations 
and disabilities which they have imposed on 
the weaker race. He wants no serfs, he says, 
in Virginia. The party he heads, in his own 
language, “had no feeling of hostility, no 
words of unkindness, for the colored race. 
He had faith, and ft was his earnest hope, 
that the march of enlightened civilization 
and human progress would proceed until 
God’s great family should everywhere enjoy 
the blessings of civil, religious, and political 
liberty.”’ 

It is this conduct which has brought out 
the vilification and threats of the Bourbons. 
But Senator Mahone doesn't scare.” He 
has the courage and the ability to maintain 
the position he has taken; and, formidable 
as he is by himself, he will havea following 
in Virginia and the South that will be still 
more formidable within the next two years. 


THE CONGRESSIONAL APPORTIONMENT. 
The apportionment of Illinois into Con- 
gressional districts is receiving the attention 
of a good many politicians, “statesmen,” 
and legislators in Springfield; and it is now 
regarded as probable that the work will be 
done within afew weeks, Tun TRIBUNE a 
short time ago presented ascheme said to 
have originated with Senator Pearson, which 
contemplated the division of the State into 
nineteen districts and the election of one 
Congressman by the State at large. This ap- 
portionment had many good points. It was 
fair, and made all the. districts nearly equal 
in population and voting strength. More- 
over, it left but two districts really close, and 
siight changes in these which we advised at 
the time would remove that objection. The 
advantage of having one Congressman 
elected by the State at large, if. Congress 
shall provide for twenty members, consists 
in the fact that it wii not require the work to 
be done over agaiii'if a less number should 
be authorized by Congress. If but nineteen 
members should be required it woyld only 
be necessary to drop the one proposed to be 
chosen on a general ticket, and the other dis- 
tricts might remain as they were. But if the 
State should be divided into twenty districts, 
and Congress should cali for nineteen, the 
whole apportionment would be worthless. 

There has lately been developed at Spring- 
field another plan of apportionment which 
possesses none of the merits that we have 
described. It divides the State into twenty 
districts of irregular shape and uneven popu- 
lation, and leaves three or four of them 80 
close politically that it is difficult to say 
whether they would be more often Republic- 
anor Democratic. Ostensibly this twenty- 
district plan gives the Democrats six Con- 
gressmen and the Republicans fourteen, but 
three times out of five it would give the Re- 
pubdlicans only eleven and the Democrats 
nine, and in case of accidents in the North 
Chicago district the Democrats would have 
ten und the Republicans ten members, 80 
that the delegation might be evenly Aivided 
when the Republican plurality in the State 
at large was 20,000 or 30,000. If tais weak 
scheme of apportionment was drawn up by a 
Democrat, as we are inclined to think it may 
have been, it could not have been more cun- 
ningly devised to help the interests of that 
party. 

Some of the details of the twenty-district 
plan, as stated in Tux TRipvne’s Springfield 
dispatch yesterday, are extremely objection- 
able. The proposed Tenth District, for in- 
stance, is the present Ninth, comprising the 
Counties of Stark, Knox, Peoria, and Fulton, 
This is one of the closest, and by all odds the 
least harmonious, Republican districts in the 
State. It is weighed down by the two Demo- 
cratic counties of Peoria and Fulton, and has 
given the following small pluralities for the 
Republican candidate at the last four elec 


tions, the vote for 1874 alone being a majority 


The Greenback candidate for Congress in 
this district had 678 votes in 1876; 3,749 in 
1878; and 2,548 in 1880, the average being six 
times the Repuplican plurality. Yet it is 
proposed to leave this district, which had 
when created a clear Republican majority of 
1,000, untouched; and in all probability to 
hand it over to the Democracy through local 
disseusions in all the “off-year” elections 
hereafter. 

The McLean County district in the 
twenty-district plan is equally objectionable. 
It contains two strong Democratic counties 
and two close counties; and throws the re- 
sponsibility for the whole district on Mc- 
Lean, which would find it a heavy load to 
carry against a Demo-Greenback combina- 
tion long before the decade was out. The 
reliable Republican majority is not as large 
by 1.000 as in the district proposed by the 
other plan. 

We do not attach any importance to the

But it would be in all respects wiser to make

judges in the State, can hardly be improved 
upon, except by semoving Moultrie from the 
Vermilion to the Shelby district, and restor- 
ing Monroe to the St. Clair district, where it

A MAN OF MANY RELIGIONS 

If any man is to be pitied it is poor King 
Mtesa, one of the African dignitaries, who 
has become quite famous for the cheerful 
and even willing manner in which every now 
and then, especially on festival occasions, he 
takes off the heads of a few score of his wives 
and other relatives. He is literally blown 
about by every wind of doctrine through his 
aptitude for conversion. He seems to take 
religion as quickly as a child takes the 
measies, and gets over it with equal ease. 
Originally, of course, he was a heathen, and 
a very good ong too, minus his proclivity.for 
dispatching: his wives and mothers-in-law 
whenever he felt in a sportive mood. Some 
Mohammedans who visited his country con- 
verted him to Islam, and straightway he be- 
eame a devout followerof the Prophet. Then 
Stanley found him in his travels, and made a 
good Protestant Christian out of him, and 
clothed him in the garments of regeneration 
and obtained his sanction to the articles of 
faith, though whether he was High 
or Low Church we cannot affirm. 
Like all new converts, he was a 
zealous and enthusiastic one. He was. anx- 
ious to show his Christianity in some out- 
ward form. It was not allowable for him to 
amputate his mothers-in-law or shoot off. in- 
stallments of his wives. The best that he 
could do was to manifest his joy by copious 
libations, go upon devout sprees, hoist his 
flag, and fire off guns in honor of Sunday. 
This might be considered erratic in a Chris- 
tian community, but in Mtesa’s dominions it 
inspired much reverence for the Christian 
faith, especiaily in the matter of libations. 
He had hardly gathered up his garments, 
however, atid prepared to run the Christian 
eourse when the Jesuits got hold of him, 
and he beceme a radical Catholic, and as fa- 
natical a proselyte as even Loyola himself 
could have wished. And this all the more 
easily because he was still allowed to hoist 
his flag and fire off his dilapidated old can- 
non when Sunday came. The wives and 
mothers-in-law a good rest, and be- 
came as devo Christians as himself, 
established sewing societies, maternal meet- 
ings, strawberry festivals, and other material 
aids te church solvency, and rested securely 
in the illusion that they were in no danger 
of being sent to meet their predecessors of 
happy memory. It was only a dream.“ 
The heathen won him back to their rites 
again. The flag was no longer hoisted when 
Sunday came. The canyon was silent. The 
children, hundreds in number, of good King 
Mtesa were taken out of Sunday-school, 
The choir was discharged, and the good 
Jesuit Father was ordered to go. Mtesa 
made up for lost time When he became once 
more a jolly heatlien, and straightway ap- 
pointed a grand festival day, or sort of Mardi 
Gras, which he ebserved by slaughtering off 
all his wives and mothers-in-law, and even 
made sad inroads among his “sisters, his 
cousins, and his aunts.” With an eye to 
future comfort, however, he supplied their 
places with fresh levies from the surround- 
ing country of charming bronzed beauties, 
who were ordered to bring their mothers with 
them, as they might be useful on the oc- 
casion of future festivals. At latest advices 
he had become a Mohammedan again. A 
letter from Rubaga says: 


Yesterday Mtesa called all his Chiefs and ro- 
counted a dream that he had had. He saw the 
moon surrounded by ten other moons. This 
central moon waxed bigger, and the others made 
obeisance to it. Then a two angels who — 
asked him why be had given up saying Allah 
Akbar, and ordered bim to do 80. n he 
awoke, and behold it was a Bin agy His wives 
told him that he was that ten 
kingdoms were about to Xx—7 him to receive 
them under his gentie sway. Whereupon Mtesa 
ordered all at court to say Allah Akbar, and to 
prociaim him a Mussulman. 


Since the great and good Mtesa has be- 
come a moon, itis to be presumed that he 
will change every quarter, and that we shall 
soon hear of his shifting to some other doc- 
trine. As Buddhism, Judaism, Mormonism, 
and Spiritualism have not yet been fepre- 
sented in his spiritual progress, these sects 
ought to be allowed to have a shy at him. It 
is possible some one of the four might hold 
him tight. if not, there is still a chance for 
Brother Moody. Once he gets a sinner in 
his grip he never lets go. As between Moody 
and Mtesa, there can be little doubt of the re- 
sult. The odds are a hundred to one that be- 
fore Moody and Sankey have been in his 
dominions a week they will fetch him to his 
knees, arid have the flag hoisted, and the can- 
non belching, and the wives and mothers-in- 
law will start a congregation free of debt, 
and accomplish a vast deal of good where 
Afric’s sunny fountains roll down their 
golden sands, and Mtesa will at last be well 
grounded in doctrine and depart to his 
fathers in the odor of sanctity.

War in Europe. 

The Marquis de Custine wrote forty years 
ago: Russia's form ot] government is despot- 
ism moderated by gssasination.” If he had 
added that the succession to the Russian throne 
is generally corrected, or at least hastened, 
in the interest of certain parties, he would have 
teld the whole story. Whether or not the suc- 
cession to the Russian throne has been very 
much “ corrected ’’ in the interest of European 
peace is very much to be doubted. This much 
is certain: that Germany has lost her truest and 


best friend in Alexander Il. He was intensely - 


hated by the oid Russian party, and, although 
that party had succeeded in securing the 
Princess of Doigorouki to aid their plans, even 
that potent influenee upon the former Ozar 
was not sufficient to shake for a moment the 
position he occupied towards Germany and its 
Emperor. Whether or nota general Europenn 
war will follow this assasination in the imme- 
diate futare, is problematical. But so much is 
certain: that the probability of such a war rests 
like a leaden weight. upon Europe, and its infiu- 
ence and effect upon social, moral, and political 
life upon that continent, partic ularly Germany, 
will be severely felt. Although the new Czar in 
his pronunciamento, issued a few days ago, an- 
nounced that he did not entertain any jealousy 
or tll-feeling towards any of the Powers of Eu- 
rope, and that his reign meant peace, he quali- 


fles tnese assurances by adding that only the | 


duty of protecting her honer and security can 
divert Russia from the work of internal de- 
velopment. The Emperor will endeavor to 
strengthen Russia’s power, to promote her wel- 
fare, and to secure her prosperity without any 
detriment to others.” 

The world knows how to value Russian and 
French diplomatic phraseology. It need only to 
think of the bulletins of the First Napoleon, 
and when the third Corsican contemplated a 
change of the map of Europe he said: “ L' Um- 
pire, c' est la paix.” (The Empire is peace.) 
When, in 1876, Alexander II. declared war 
against Turkey, because the Sultan would not 
necede to the demands of the Bulgarians, he 
ald: Russia will see to it chat her honor and 
the peace of Europe is protected and secured. 
And when Alexander LIL ascends the Russian 
throne he prociaims “that only a duty to pro- 
tect honor and security can divert Russia from 
its work of internal development.“ ‘ 

The aversion of the present Czar for the Ger- 
man Empire has become proverbial. Although 
Germany (Prussia) bas not been an active ally of 
Russia since the wars of the First Napoieon, 
Russia has always bad the moral support of the 
house of Hohenzoliern, especially during the 
Crimean war and the late Turkish war. Alex- 
ander III. is an enthusiastic admirer of the 
French peopie, and he hates the Germans. 
Russia must bave allies; Germany is out of the 
question; Russia’s policy in the Oscient prevents 
intimate political relations with England; an 
alliance with Austria is not to be thought of, 
because of Austria’s Southern policy and desire 
for the acquisition of new territory in that 
direction. Where, then, will Russia fiad 
her allies? May not the. present Ozar 
take up again the idea of the First Napoleon, 
with which he attempted to capture Alexander 
I.—viz: “Russia in the East and France in the 
West can conquer the worid!““ Did not Napo- 
leon III. follow in the footsteps of his uncle, and 
after the Crimean war attempt to desert his 
ally, England, and to secure an alliance with 
Russia, so that the latter might undisturbedly 
develop her aggressive policy in the Orient and 
he his intentions towards the Khine? Does not 
Gambetta—do not the French people—enter- 
tain this same Napoleonic idea to-day, and are 
not ali of m only too anxious for an offensive 
and defensive alliance with Russia to gratify 
their revenge for Sedanand to regain 2 
and Lorraine? 

It would certainly not be astonishing if * 
such circumstances the Russians and the French 
joined hands. The news sent by cable 
either Prince Nicolai Orloff or Count Igna- 
tieff will probably step into Gortschakoff’s shoes 
seems to foreshadow such a policy for the 
future. Orloff was appointed Russian Ambas- 
sador to France shortly before the outbreak of 
the war between Germany and France. He is an 
enthusiastic admirer of all that is French. Na- 
poleon IIL. received from him promises of Rus- 
sian support in case of an emerrency, and he 
also induced Thiers to go to St. Petersburg, as- 
suring bim that he would find: enough in- 
fluence to secure the intervention of the 
Caar in favor of France. The opposition 
on the part of Orloff towards Germany 
as Russian Ambassador during that war was so 
bitter that Bismarck was compelled, on several 
occasions, to enter his protests with Gortscha- 
koff. Ignatieff is the sworn enemy of Austria 
and Turkey. His motto is: The road towards 
Constantinople leads via Vienna.” His dislike 
of Germany is hardly exceeded by that of Orloff. 
Both belong to the Russian war party. 

Whateverthe near future may bring forth, so 
much is certain: that the situation as it is at 
present cannot maintain itself much longer. 
France and Russia are constantiy stirring the 
fires in Greece, and the Oriental question hardly 
admits of a bioodiess solution. And if 
the dogs of war are once let loose again 
France will take good care that Ger- 
many is drawn into the vortex. and Germany 
will draw Austria after her. What a tremendous 
conflict a European war would be may be judged 
from the fact that France can immediately 
place in the field 1,567,150 troops (infantry, cay-

INDIGNATION. 
Special Cable. 

BERLIN, March 20.—Much indignation is 
felt here at the Crown Princess being sub- 
jected to an anonymous letter on 
Sunday, statmg that the Crown Prince 
would fall a victim to Nihilist ven- 
geance at the St. Petersburg funeral. 
Sunday was the second anniversary of the 
death of her third son, Waldemar, and, ac- 
companied by her children, she went to Pots- 
dam to attend service in Friedenskirche, 
where her son was buried. Return- 
ing in the evening, she received a tele- 
gram from the Crown Priuee, falsifying 
the prophecy. The matter will form the 
subject of comment in the Imperial Parlia- 
menton Wednesday next, when the memo- 
rial on the Socialist law comes up for discus- 
sion. Germany is seriously intent upon 
coming to some international arrangement 
for combating the growing dangers of Social- 
ism and Nihilism. 

AN EXPLANATION. 
Io the Western Associated Press. 

Lonpon, March 20.— A dispatch from Ber- 
Un to the Times says that the letter sent to 
the Crown Princess Victoria, declaring that 
the Crown Prince Frederick William would 
be murdered during the ceremonies at St. 
Petersburg, was probably concocted in a 
spirit of cruel levity, but, pending search for 
its author, it will doubtless form a subject of 
comment in the Reichstag on Wednesday, 
when the Memorial laws will be discussed.

TENEMENT HOUSES. 
THE HORTON BLOCK. 

Among the tenement-house inspector’s reports 
presented yesterday was one from A. Monteath 
in regard to the Horton Bleck, No, 181 West In- 
diana street, owned by J. W. Horton. The in- 
spector says: 

“This one u the row known as the 
Horton Block, and, in describing th, it can 
be safely said that it is a description of each and 
every one in the row, except that the one 
known as No. 170 is worse in its drainage than 
the others. There are about 150 persons occu- 
pying this row, from 173 to 18] West Indiana 
street. The walls and ceilings are all in a poor 
condition for the want of a little lime-wash. 
The privy and privy-vault is an immense struc- 
ture. about fourteen by six feet, reach from 
the alley in the rear to the top of the building. It 
stands about midway between the two end build- 
ings and is reached by the tenants from a por- 
tico in the rear. It a set of 
closets in the basement and second 
third floors. The filth from the vault is re- 
moved at intervals, but on the boards and braces 
rest the accumulations of years. There is no 
ventilation to the pri whatever, excepting 
two small holes in the si and, whenever the 
wind is favorable, it wafts the disagreeable 
odors into and through the whole premises. 
There are two or three slop-hoppers on the seo- 
ond and third floors: Where they used to empty 
their contents is more than I could ud out. At 
present they are choked up and bursting with 
ashes, snow, and ice, while at the bottom they 
are surrounded with about twelve feet of snow, 
ashes, garbuge, and other decaying matter. 
The iocal sanitary condition is very bad. 
There are some other houses in the rear, 
the only thing intervening being a very 
filthy yard about sixteen feet wide. 
This — is covered with ashes and filth thrown 
at the sides, the whole thing presenting a very 
flithy appearunce. I met the owner of the prop- 
erty on the. ground, pointed out what was re- 
quired, and he promised to put the premises in 
good sanitary condition.”

Peter and Paul met in the Cathedral yesterday 
evening for the purpose of hearing an address 
on temperance by Mr. R. Graham, Secretary of 
the Church of Engiand Temperance Society, 
who is at present journeying through America. 
The attendance was large, the body of the 
Cathedral being filled, while besides the Bishop, 
who presided, there were present the Rev.

exercises were to begin, 

BISHOP M’LAREN 

announced that from some unaccountable rea- 
son Mr. Graham was not present, but he hoped 
that he would soon make his appearance. in 
the meantime be would make a few remarks on 
the subject of temperance. The sin of drunk- 
enness was a very oid one. He had the best rea- 
son to consider it a sin, not only because it was 
so adjudged by God, but because man's con- 
science joined with the voice of God to pro- 
nounce it such. There was no doubt whatever 
that the man who resorted to stimulahon—one 
of the good giftsof God to such an extent that 
he placed himself in a posidon where he could 
not do God's will was a sinner and a breaker of 
God's law, and was also a breaker of the laws.of 
humanity. He was aman who rated himself: 
low, beside, or rather below. the brute, because 
its animal instincts forbade it to be guilty of 
such excessus. 

At this point in the Bishop’s remarks the lect- 
urer of the evening made his appeurance, and, 
after the Bishop had made this announcement, 
he said that he would make just one remark 
more before he oe way. 

He had begun by saying that drunkenness was 
The underlying tuiiuré in most temper- 
ance movements at present was that they failed 
to consider the drunkard as a sinner,—that the 
sin began with him. It was in the will of the 
drunkard that the sin arose, and not in the will 
of any one else. He chose to gratity to excess 
what were sometimes called hereditary tastes, 
and thus becume the primary sinver, and ought 
to be punished for the overuse of stimulation 
and the consequent drunkenness. At the con- 
clusion of nis remarks the Bishop introduced 
Mr. Graham to the audience. 

MR. GRAHAM— 
a middle-aged English gentleman, with a strong, 
earnest face adorned with almost snow-white 
mustache and side-whiskers—spoke with much 
greater volubility than is by the large 
epee A of English public speakers, and heid

THEY WANT TO GO HOME AND VOrE. 

Robinson. of La Salle, offered a joint reso 
lution rehearsing the general desire to go 
home and vote next Tuesday, and providing 
for an adjournment from Friday of this 
week until hailf-past 5 o’clock of Wednesday 
of next week. The resolution was adopted. 

The House then got back to unfinished 
business, and took up the McWilliams and 
Sullivan bill to define and regulate the liabili- 
ties of employers to make compensation for 
personal injuries suffered by employés in 
their service. 

Morris, of Hardin, moved to strike out all 
of the fourth clause in the first section, in- 
cluding the Herrington amendment adopted 
Friday providing that the bili should not ap- 
ply to members of the Legislature accepting 
railroad passes. In offering his amendment, 
Morris showed that at last he understood the 
drive contained in the amendment, which 
virtually put the members

The motion to strike out prevailed. 

Durfee, of Macon, thereupon moved to 
tack on the amendment as a part of the 
fourth section. 

Morris, Youngblood, and others sailed into 
it as a mere makeweiglit and a piece of bull- 
dozing tactics that ought to be voted down. 
After getting in all the talk they could on 
their side, they shut off all further debate by 
moving to lay onthe table. The motion pro- 
vailed. 

Chafee, of Shelby, offered an amendment 
to Sec. 5, which declares all contracts limit- 
ing or defining the liability of the employer 
to his employé in contravention of the bill 
against public policy, andvoid. The amend- 
ments excepted the contracts usually made 
upon the back of free-passes, issued by rail- 
roads, steamboats, and other common carriers. 
In explaining his amendment, Chafee took 
the ground that the man who ate

all the risks of accidents. 

The discussion of the amendment brought 
Herrington to his feet with an indignant 
protest against the bill, which he character- 
ized as a piece of “emasculated” English 
law. In the course of his remarks he im- 
parted a bit of advice to a class of people, to 
whom he referred as “breaking into Legis- 
latures and attacking corporations,“ but who

MR. INGERSOLL AND THE CHURCHES. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CurIcaGo, March 29.—Col. Robert Ingersoll has 
recently been interviewed in Washington re- 
garding the future of the churches, and did not 
failto “stir them up on the occasion with 
much power of sarcasm and rhetoric. At these 
institutions his arrows are always flying through 
the press. Itseems a poor, unworthy use of 
powers that might be employ to better pur- 
pose. His wit is expended upon the wrong ob- 
ject. Not against the churches seeking to re- 
claim humanity, but against humanity refusing 
to be reclaimed, should his shafts be leveled. He 
thinks he sees the narrowness and error of the 
Christians. These he holds up for public laugb- 
ter; but of that peculiar quality of the race called 
sin, and the resulting intemperance, dishonesty, 
and violence he rarely speaks. Ingersoll ap- 
pears to divide ig bees into two ciasses,—one 
a little knot of &bsurd and bigoted persons 
called Obristians, the other a at mass of sen- 
sible, broad-minded, well-to-do persons moving 
comfortably along to—where? 

Well, crime is a fact. If Mr. Ingersoll will 
peruse Tae Tarsune daily for a few weeks he 
will perceive that there is something wrong with 
the human race. One discovers that in society 
there is a moving — vere of vice, and that 
there are — rotormatories everywhere. 
If be will read the sermons published in the 
Monday Tripune ne will also perceive that the 
Chureh teaches that honor and good will are 
commendable, and that purity of life and 
purpose are indispensabice to the weal 
of society. Whatever men supposing them- 
selves to Christians may have thought and 
done in barbaric ages, it would be an insult to 
Mr. Ingersoil’s intelligence to suppose he does 
not know that the Church of to-day is heartily 
on the side of the honest and decent things of 
daily life. Have we so many good agencies in 
society that he should throw stones at this one? 
Should he not the rather overlook what he may 
regard the theological errors of the Caurch and 
oin in heartily with Christians—not as the 

ersites of the camp, but as a strorg worker 
against the evils of the world? 

Su that all Christians cannot see a happy 
future destiny for a majority of the human 
race. Mr. Ingersoll will hardly pretend to have 
discovered the exact truth in such a speculative 
field. The Church —4— at the facts, but 
certainly has not crea them. We may infer 

God means to do this and that,—and won- 
dering how He could do it we may tarry 
along the way.—but the man whom Mr. 
In li beholds with “admiration and 
tent says to him and to all of us, 
“What is that to thee? follow thou me.” 
Mr. Ingersoll refers to the Presbyterians, and 
states that numerically “they represent but one- 
ütth ot 1 per cent of the inhabitants of the. 
world,” and inquires “how long it will take 
them to convert the remainder?” Well, if these 
and other Christians are but a minute fraction 
of all the people, they need share but a small 
part of the responsibility of such a work. If In- 
gersoll and his party represent such an over- 
whelraing majority, why do not they convert the 
worid—at least to virtue and honor? With such 
numerical resources on his side, it seems re- 
markabie that he and they should suffer theft, 
jicentiousness, and murder to continue. The 90 
non-Christian per cent musts assume just 99 per 
cent of the responsibility for the existing con- 
dition of things, and, therefore. among the 
“mistakes of Mr. Ingersoll,” we should say was

CONDONATION IN DIVORCE CASES. 

In the divorce case of Neis E. Thelin against 
Martha Thelin some interesting points were 
raised and decided by the Appellate Court 
yesterday as to what constitutes cundonation 
and how to raise it as a defense. The suit was 
begun by the wife for a divorce on the ground 
of cruelty. Personal service was had, a default 
taken, and a decre reudered in her favor Dec. 18, 
1880. A motion to set aside the decree was sub- 
sequently made, supported by the defendant's 
affidavit, in which it was claimed the offenses 
charged in the bill had been condoned after the 
suit was begun, that the parties had 
begun to live together again, and that 
the wife bad entered into. a stipula- 
ticn in writing to dismiss the bill, and 
that in consequence of such agreement the 
defendant had paid no further attention to the 
case. The Court below, on this showing, ad- 
mitted written affidavits and oral testimony 
tending to prove that subsequent to the con- 
donation the defendant had renewed bis acts of 
cruelty, and then on the whole evidence denied 
the motion to set aside the decree. The Appel- 
late Court, by Judge Wilson, held this was error. 
The affidavit of the busband showed a meritori- 
ous defense; and that his failure to defend was 
not thg#esult of ne siigence.; Condonation was 
an absolute bar to a remedy for the offenses 
condoned. The counter-afiidavits admitted in 
behalf of complainant were improperly allowed 
to goin. Such motions should be determined on 
ex-parte affidavits. The practice of receiving 
counter-aliidavits on the hearing of motions 
to set aside defauits was a vicious one, and was 
likely to foster injustice. The counter-affidavits 
and oral testimony received tended to show that 
subsequent to the condonation the defendant 
had renewed his acts of erueity. if that were 
shown, the complainant could only have availed 
herself of it as a ground of relief by a suppie- 
mental bill, and not under her original bill, for 
in respect to the causes alleged in the original 
bill, they had been exti ished by condonation. 
The decree would therefpre be reversed and the 
case remanded with di 
cree and set aside the d 


MEASURE OF DAMAGES. 

In the case of Will&m Rogan and others 
against Max Goodkind amd others, the question 
was raised and discussed by Judge McAllister 
as to what damages are properly recoverable in 
a suit on a breach of contract. In May, 1880, 
the defendants sold to plaintiffs a large quantity 
of grease at the rate of four cents a pound, and, 
as was claimed by the latter, on the understand- 
ing that it was'“ brown grease,” whereas it 
turned out to be of am interior grade, called 
“coon oil.“ The staff was shipped to Cipcinnati 
at nlaiptif—s’ ardor, hut A oould not be sold there, 
and was then shipped back here and sold for 3% 
cents per pound. Piaintiffs then began a suit to 
recover the difference between the buying 
and selling price, and also the expense 
of shipping to Cincinnati and ck. 
There was no evidence showing 
for what purpose the grease was pu and 
the evidence as to the warranty and breach was 
very conflicting. Testimony was allowed to be 
offered in the Court below to show the cost of 
shipping to Cincinnati and back, and the Court 
instructed the jury that if they believed the de- 
fendants warranted the grease to be of a certain 
quality, and knew that the plaintiffs bought it 
for sale or use in Ciucinnati, and it turned out 
otherwise, and that by reasou of its poor quality: 
its sale was not possible ia Cincinnati, theu they 
should aliow the amount expended for transpor- 
tation. The plaintiffs recovered a judgment for 
$196. The Appellate Court held the instruction 
was erroneous in allowing as partof the dam- 
ages the cost of shipping the grease to Cincinnati 
and back. There was no evidence that such 
a possible damage was within the centemplation 
of the parties, especially as to the reshipment to 
Chicago. The purchase was made without any 
statement of special circumstances as to the ob- 
ject for which it was designed. There was then 
no evidence on which to base any hypothesis 
that the plaintiffs bought the grease for any 
techy ye purpose, or that the defendants 

new it. It often happened that losses result- 
ed from the breach of a contract which neither 
party contemplated; or could contemplate ¢ at 
the time the contract was made. [f the con- 
tract bad remained executory, then the alleged 
warranty might be rewarded asa condition of 
the contract itself, so that —— migut. on 
the arrival ofthe grease atCinncinnati, have re- 
scinded the contract and reshinped the article 
to Chicago. In such a case the expenses of 
transportation both ways might have been — 
erly chargeable as an element of damages. In 
the present case, however, there was a distinc- 
tion to be made, for the contract had been 
affirmed. The right to recover was based on 
the theory that the quality of the grease had 
been warranted, and, by the same hypothesis, if 
the plaintiffs could not have sold or used the 
article in either Cincinnati or Chicago, ne | 
could have shipped it to New York or Liverpool, 
and still have charged the defendants with the 
cost ot transportation. The only proper meas- 
ure of damages was the difference between the 
actual value of the grease and the price paid for 
it at Chicago, where the delivery was made. 
Judgment reversed.

FOURTEENTH AMENDMENT CASE. 
Another suit which met with a reverse in the 
Appellate Court was that of Ferdinand W. Peck, 
and others, appellants against Timothy Cooper. 
The latter was a colored man, who, in December, 
1871, was forcibly ejected on account of his color

formed by the driver, who claimed to act under 
orders from the Company. The Pecks, the de- 
fendants were stockhoiders in the Company, 
and F. W. Peck. it seemed, was President. The 
tirst trial resulted in a d ment of the jury, 
the second in a verdict of 2 for 
laintifft. The Appellate Court, Judge 
alley, reversed this as being contrary 
to the evidence. The Judge said there was no 
pretense that either of the defendants had any 
personal participanon in the assault. The judg- 
ment, then, could be upheld only on the theory 
that they were in some way responsible for the 
acts of the uriver of the omnibus.

‘CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 


Lecture by George William Curtis 
The Evis of the Present System— 
Comparison with the Public Service 
of England—@Offices to Be Filled by 
Competition Only. 

New Tolk Tribune, March 7. 

An enthusiastic audience assembled last night 
in Cooper Institute to listen to the last in the 
winter course of free lectures, given under the 
direction of the trustees. George William Cur- 
tis was the speaker. and he chose for the sub- 
ject of his tecture the reform of the Civil Serv- 
ice. Mr. Curtis was introduced by Prot. Ray- 
mond, and bis appearance was the signal for 
prolonged applause. te spoke compactly as fol- 
lows: 

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: The Civil Service of 
the Unjted States isa simple business ageucy, 
and the duties of clerks and of minor ofticiais are 
in no sense political. They are the same under 
any party, and they remain so. How then does 
the ——— i of which every citizen is a 
member, select its agents and servants? This is 
one of the questions which occupy our attention 
this evening. Everybody knows that the public 
servants and fuoctionariesare chosen according 
to their political color; and it is only necessary 
for them, in order to secure public employment, 
to obtain the favor of some pewerful man or in- 
fluential litician. When Abraham Lincoln 
was President, there used to be in Washington u 
broker in offices, whom for greater conveuience 
we will call Jeremiah Jones. From early morn- 
ing till late at night, at all hours in fact, in all 
places, upon every opportunity, when the dan- 
, — threatening our country were at their hight 

eremian Jones was ever busy try to secure 

a place for some scrub-woman, a berth for some

porter, a clerkship for another, a place in some 


department for some one else. Somebody asked 
the President how he spent his day, and Liucoin 
replied: In the mornimg when | wake up, the 
first thing I do is to pray. and then I look under 
the bed to see whether Jeremiah Jones is tne 
and I thank God if he isn’t there.” [{Applause. 
This is the way in which our servaats are 
chosen. There is noone present in this audi- 
ence, woman or man, abie to secure any place 
or appointment, except he or she have some 
Jereiniah Jones to assist. All energy, persist- 
ency, all the crowding and pushing, are in vain 
without the favor, the influence and pat 

of a few politicians. An old farmer, upon be- 
ing asked how it was that so many men could be 
found to perform the dirty work required of the 
henchmen of a politician, rephed: Because 
every mother’s son of them firmly believes that 
that politician can Mug him into office by 
the seat: of his breeches. At every change of 
Administration the officeholder does not stop to 
ask himself how he has served his country, how 
he has — 4 bis duties and discharzed his 
trust; but how he stands with his patron. If he 
has not been active in the canvass, if he has not 
packed the caucus and otherwise done the bid- 
ding of bis master, there is little chance of his 
remaining in his place. Some large or small 
Jeremiah Jones will come along presently, and 
say that he has had his hand in the National 
grab-bag long enough, and thatjit is time now 
fur him to make room for some one else. This 
is the system tolerated now for more than fifty 
years. 

The offices belong to the people, and every 
eitizen has a right to compete for them: but 
under the present system they become the 
service of afew prominent politicians, a privi- 
leged class. an aristocracy in this country. Tais 
System is not democratic, it is un-American; it 
is a retic of royalisin, The old rine heid that 
the public service was a dis 

of the King, who had a right to farm 
it out. The very same doctrine prevails 
now, only the place of the King is occupied by a 
few politicians. When the system is attacked, 
the politicians cry out and declaim that the re- 
form of the Civil Service means revolution and 
the overthrow ot society on the ruins of liberty 
—and Jeremiah Jones. [Applaus.] The same 
8 which prompted Artemus Ward to send 
his wife's retatious to the War, actuates our 
politicians to reward their henchmen with other 
people's money. If they find, on coming into 
office, not enough places to satisfy the demands 
of their foilowers, they make places. A system 
which makes place the reward of political serv- 
ices is faise. 

Go to the islandon which many of our public 
institutions are situated, and, if you find a 
drunken nurse or a brutal keeper, that drunken 
nurse and that brutal keeper have been ap- 
pointed by politicians. When the condition of 
the streets causes thousands of men filled with 
indignation to gather in tnese halls, resolutions 
are passed declaring that politics shall have nota- 
ing to doin the appointment of those to wnom the 
the streets and the health of the 
city are intrusted. The reports of committees 
of investigation, of committees of experts of 
the Committee of Ways and Means in 1365, the 
speeches ten years ago of President Garfield 
when in Congress, all go to strengthen my 
belief that we can mauage the public service at 
balf the cost, and better than we do now, if we 
attempt a judicious reform. Ali the emolu- 
ments for these hungry officeholders come 
from the pockets of the people and taxpayers. 
We are a prosperous Nation and ~ en > do not 
feel the drain; but no nation cau afford the 
degradation of its service. [Applause.]

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks fluctuated within narrow limits, open-

prices of the day. The most positive movements 
were advances, those in Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy and Chesapeake & Ohio first pre‘terred 
being especially noticeable. The losses were 
numerqus, but were devoid of any significance. 

The larjrest decline was 1% in Pacific Mail, to 
55%. Burlington & Quincy advanced 2%, to 16944, 
on a renewal of the reports about ascrip divi- 
dend in some form to stockholders. Indianapo- 

lis, Bloomington & Western ran up from 71% to 
76. Chesapeake & Ohio was the feature of the 
day and rose from 30% tons at the close for 
the first preferred. This stock has been strong- 

ly held, and its advance is in response tO the 
successful arrangement of plans for new 
Western and Southern connections. Lake Shore 
made a further gain of X. to 182%; there was 
said to be good buying by Vanderbilt and Gould 
of this stock. A new short interest was reported 
in the coal stocks, and Keene was declared to 
have sold 25,000 shares of Lackawanna. A 
favorable statement expected from Secretary 
Windom as to his resources for buying bonds 
and promises that the Treasury would buy 
largely ot bonds to-day were used to put up 
quotations. Erie was quiet though strong. 
One errand Vanderbilt has in Wurope this 
spring is commonly belicved to be to 
make some arrangement with the Trustees who 
bold the voting power on halt the Erie common 
stock. Erie's behavior lateiy has been such as 
to indicate that large blocks of it were in strong 
hands and were held off the market. 

Money at one moment was reportad at 1-22 of 
1 per cent premium. Wall street has been cal- 
culatmg upon escaping the usual April stringen- 
ey. More gold bas lateiy been received from 
Europe than previously since the middie of 
December. The decline in prices has reduced 
the amount of money needed. The banks of 
New York at the end of last week held $1,756,77 
of surplus reserve, against $961,175 at the same 
time last year. The unusual receipts of gold 
from Europe and the unusual disbursements of 
the Treasury will give the money market su- 
cient assistance in the next two weeks to keep 
the reserve intact. Last year it was encroached 
upon. 

The business in coal is described as dull by the 
Philadelphia Ledger, but the tone of the market, 
as well as the outlook for the year, are both 
most encouraging. Indeed, for ail the future, 
the anthracite coal trade is as cheering as we 
ever before saw it. The estimates of the annual 
production have heretofore been based upon the 
production of the Eastern markets, but this, it is 
now daily more apparent, is not the true basis 
for such a calculation. The great field of con- 
sumption of anthracite coal is the West.

CONSTABLE PERRINE. 
HIS PRIVATE CHARACTER. 

The West Town Republican Central Committee 
met last evening in Justice Miller's office, cor- 
ner of Halsted and Madison streets. The West 
Town wards were all represented save the Sev- 
enth and Fourteenth. ‘ 

Mr. J. M. Getman was elected Ohairman; 
Justice Miller, Secretary; Joseph Kenny, As- 
sistant Secretary; and Louis Hutt, Treasurer. 

A communication was received from the 
Eleventh Ward Republican Club, asking that the 
name of R. S. Perrine, nominated for Constable 
by a majority of the Eleventh Ward dele- 
gution, be stricken from the town ticket, 
and the name of Solomon P. Dewey be 
substituted. The communication stated 
that there were several indictments 
pending in the Uriminal Court against Perrine, 
and that therefore be was nota fit man for the 
position. 

Mr. Henry 8. Austin, ex-Justice of the Peace, 
then read a long series of charges against Per- 
rine, commencing as far back as 1877, when Per- 
rine was a Constable in Riverside. The charge 
was made that his sureties, J. ©. Haines 
and Oscar Fields, withdrew from his 
bond in 1878, and be has been acting as 
Constable until the 9th of last March with- 
out bondemen. He was then notifiea by the 
County Cierk to tile new bonds. He did so on 
the 19th inst., and on the same day resigned, so 
that no judgment could be collected against him 
durmg the time he was without bondsmen, It 
was also charged that be was a Democrat and 
always bad been. Another c was that he 
was in the habit of soliciting claims for coilec- 
tion which were tried before some country 
Justice, subjecting defendants to unnecessary 
expense. 

nother charge was that there were several 
indictments pending in the Criminal Court 
aguinst Perrine for failing to turn over money 
collected by him. The witnesses in each case 
were named, and among them were 8. D. Kim- 
bark, D. A. Kimbark, Waiter Burnham, and 
many other well-known citizens. suits 
were all btought in 1877. In 1878, at the January 
term of the Superior Court, it is on record that 
Perrine’s wife sued and was granted a divorce 
from him because of abuse, drunkenness, and 
failure to provide for his family. 

Mr. Austin then read a lot of opinions from a 
number of people who claimed to have had 
business deaiings with Perrine. Among the 
number was Justice Meech, who said that Per- 
rine was a ruseal, a dead-beat, and the worst 
man out. He had not one redeeming quality. 
Lyman & Jackson said he had collected money 
for them and failed to turn it over. T. H. Gault. 
Henry E. Seelye, and a number of others were 
alleged to have made ng remarks about 
Perrine. 

Mr. Austin made some charges on his own ac- 
count which he claimed to be able to substan- 
tiate, all of which retiected upon Perrine. 

When this document was read there seemed 
to be a desire to erase Perrine’s name from the 
town ticket, and a motion to that effect was 
carried unanimously. The President and Secre- 
tary were instructed to notify the Republican 
Executive Committee of their action. 

The Committee was about to adjourn when 
Mr. Perrine entered the room and asked to be 
beard in reply to charges which he understood 
were made against him. He did not know, he 
said, what they were, but he would like to have 
them read, he would answer them. He did not 
deny that the indictments were brought against 
him, but at the time of their occurrence he was 
addicted to the use of liquor, and was, in fact, a 
common drunkard. Since March, 1878, he had 
not, tasted liquor, and had become redeemed. 
He also claimed to have satistied all claims 
against him., and that over $1,200 was applied for 
that purpose. The affidavits of his attorneys 
were read to that effect. He regarded many 
of the charges as frivolous, and the result 
of spite. In the case of Justice Meech, for in- 
stance, Perrine said that the Justice was given 
money to be handed to Perrine for services per- 
formed, and wanted to charge him 10 per cent 
for collecting it. He wrote the Justice a letter 
demanding his money, and Meech was incensed 
at him forit. Perrine also said that his first act 
as Constable was to serve a =~writ on 
Justice Meech for non-payment of the price 
of a pair of pantaioons his Honor wore, and 
which an unfortunate tailor still wants pay for. 
The Justice had therefore, Perrine said, no love 
for him. 

He read a number of affidavits from business- 
men in the city. and also residents of the.Elev- 
enth Ward, commending him highly for his per- 
sonal probity and character. Some of the firms, 
Perrine said, bad intrusted him with thousands 
of dollars, and he claimed to owe no man in the 
City of Chieago one dallar. He protested against 
the acticn of the Committee in taking his name 
otf, and said it would damage him much more 
than the dirty office of Vonstable was worth’’— 
to use his own language. 

A motion to defer action until Thursday in in- 
form Executive Cemmittee that the 
West wu Committee had decided that 
Perrine’s name was to be stricken off wus dar- 
ried by a ba:e majority, the President deciding 
the question. 

This motion was carried to allow the Eleventh 
Ward to settle the matter, Mr. Perrine promis- 
ing to go before them this evening and refute all 
aspersions on his character. 

e Committee then adjourned to 8 o’cl this 
atternoon, when a meeting of all the candidates 
on the town ticket will be beld at the Assessor’s 
office, on South street, to consult as to 
the campaign.
